the shade outdoors after the 
holidays, cyclamen will give 
almost continual bloom for 
several years. This type of 
cyclamen prefers slightly 
acid soil, so leaf mold 
should be added to trans¬ 
planting soil. During the 
more or less dormant period 
from June to August or Sep¬ 
tember, cyclamen should be 
kept slightly on the dry 
side, but the rest of the year 
they need moist soil for the 
prettiest blooms. • 

AZALEAS need air, mois- < 
ture, light and warmth 
while inside the house. 
These lovely shrubs may be 
planted outdoors in moist, 
fertile soil (mostly peat moss 
and leaf mold) as soon as 
possible after the holidays. 
When outdoors, azaleas need 
the same items as listed 
above; air, moisture, light 
and warmth. 

CAMELLIAS received in 
bloom at Christmastime may 
be kept indoors for a short , 
time and may be left in the 
original containers for an 
even longer time. While they 
are in containers, the soil 
must be kept moist. Camel¬ 
lias must not be crowded in 
their containers so trans¬ 
planting should be under¬ 
taken as soon as they show 
signs of outgrowing the 
cans. Nurserymen Will be 
glad to recommend planting 
procedures for camellias. 
They especially need good 
drainage as they were orig¬ 
inally hillside plants. 

FOLIAGE PLANTS are 

usually similar to plants 
which were grown in the 
shade in jungle type cli¬ 
mates. The normal house 
temperature of about 60-70° 
F. is just about right for 
them. In addition, they re¬ 
quire light (not direct sun¬ 
light) and moist soil. If the 
plants were professionally 
potted they should need no 
additional fertilization until 
they outgrow their original 
planters. 

Some people follow the 
mistaken practice of putting 
their indoor plants outdoors 
when they seem to be fail¬ 
ing. This is highly danger¬ 
ous, as the shocking change 
of conditions only com¬ 
pounds whatever difficulty 
plants have been suffering. 
Transplant shock which can 
occur when plants are taken 
from indoors and put dkect- 
ly in the ground can be 
minimized by selecting 
warm, sunny days and early 
I afternoon as planting times.
